ON TO 2050: Place-Based Approach—Pilot Layers — Brian Daly, CMAP Staff

At the Committee’s January meeting, staff described potential place-based approaches and
recommended the use of “layers” (data layers and mapping, along with pertinent
spatially-based recommendations) for key topics in the next long-range plan. To explore
the layers concept more concretely, staff are moving forward with the development of two
“pilot layers” — locally identified priority reinvestment areas and high quality natural
resource areas — to explore how the approach might work and estimate the level of effort
that may be required to incorporate the layers concept into the next plan. Daly will review
the preliminary approach for developing each pilot layer and solicit feedback on natural

area types.
